Senate critics fight to 
head-off decision on 
arms for Cambodia 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-Senate critics of 
U.S. involvement inSoutheast Asia fought 
today to head off a possible administra­ 
tion decision to supply arms to Cambo 
dia. 
A concerned Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee summoned Secretary ofState 
William P. Rogers for an afternoon, clos­ 
ed door briefing on the American answer 
to Cambodia’s urgent appeals for guns 
and ammunition to resist the North Viet­ 
namese. 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike Mans­ 
field said Nixon was going through “ the 
tortures of hell.” He warned that supply­ 
ing arms to Cambodia would inevitably 
lead to sending American ground troops 
and air support — something the Senate 
and the American people, he added, 
would not tolerate. 
The committee’s chairman, Sen. J. Wil­ 
liam Fulbright, D-Ark., and its ranking 
Republican, Sen. George D. Aiken, R- 
Vt., have expressed concern about the 
administration’s intentions. 
Rogers a month ago assured anxious 
committee members that no U.S. troops 
would be sent into Cambodia and said 
the administration was determined not to 
be dragged into a general Indochinese 
war. 
Fulbright, in a speech Sunday at South­ 
eastern Massachusetts University, said 
he did not question Nixon’s motives or 
good faith with respect to disengage­ 
ment from Southeast Asia but said he was 
“ afraid we may” become involved in 
Cambodia. 
At Boston University, Sen. George S. 
MoGovern, LLS.D., said a move would 
be made in the Senate this week to write 
into the defense budget an amendment 
to stipulate that no defense money be used 


Israelis 
concerned

The Israeli government is gravely 
concerned at a reported Jordanian state­ 
ment it no longer recognizes the cease­ 
fire along the Jordan River, diplomatic 
sources said today in Jerusalem. Such a 
declaration by Egypt preceded the vio­ 
lent fighting along the Suez Canal. 
The Suez Canal fighting was increas­ 
ing in tempo, and Egypt opened the Mos­ 
lem Feast of Spring in a festive mood 
today with victory statements on three 
commando strikes across theSuezCanal 
on Sunday. Israel closed Passover with 
denials of any such Egyptian successes. 
Israeli concern over the Jordanian 
front arose from a reported statement 
on Jordanian television Friday night by 
Jordanian Foreign Minister Abdul Mon- 
eim Rifai that the Israel - Jordan cease­ 
fire agreement no longer exists. 
Diplomatic sources said Joseph Tek- 
oah, the Israeli ambassador to the Uni­ 
ted 
Nations, has been instructed to 
present to SecretaryGeneral Thant a note 
drawing his attention to the grave signifi­ 
cance Israel places on the report. The 
note will ask Thant to obtain clarifica­ 
tion from Amman. 
The sources said that as far as the 
Israeli government is concerned Jordan 
never has honored the cease fire to the 
letter. There has been spasmodic fight­ 
ing across the river but the cease-fire 
has been patched up, largely through the 
good offices of the United States. If 
Jordan has abrogated the cease-fire, 
this will no longer be possible.

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Nixon deeply concerned 
over Cambodia neutrality 


WASHINGTON 
(UP I) — The 
White 
House said today the United States has 
“ an overriding interest” in preserving 
the Cambodian neutrality because of the 
effects a Communist takeover would have 
on the U.S. war effort in South Vietnam. 
Press 
Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
said: “ The president is deeply concern­ 
ed about the course of events in Cam­ 
bodia and is closely following develop­ 
ments.” 
He said Nixon wanted to preserve the 
territorial integrity of Cambodia and 
viewed with concern violations of Cam­ 
bodian territory by North Vietnamese 
troops in “ blatant disregard” of the 1954 
Geneva Accords. 
Nixon is considering a request from 
Gen. Lon Nol, premier of the embat­ 
tled Cambodian regime, forarmsbeyond 
a shipment of captured Soviet type wea­ 
pons turned over to the Phnom Penh 
government’s forces. 
Z iegler could give no indication of when 
a decision would be made by Nixon. 
He called off for a third time today 
a scheduled meeting of the National Se­ 
curity Council, but Ziegler said the ses­ 
sion was not intended to deal with the 
Cambodian situation. 
Ziegler said Nixon met both Sunday 
and today with top diplomatic and de­ 
fense advisers to assess implications 
of North Vietnam’s actions in Cambodia. 
The United States says there are 40,- 
000 North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
troops in Cambodia. 
Ziegler said the President feels that 
the United States “ has an overriding 
interest in how a possible Communist 
takeover of Cambodia would affect our 
troops in Vietnam and the Vietnamiza- 
tion program. ” 
The White House statement followed 
one Friday by Ziegler characterizing the 
Communist force in Cambodia as a “ for­ 
eign invasion. ” 
Ziegler had no response when asked by 
reporters if the United States would sup­ 
port a return to power of Prince Noro­ 
dom Sihanouk, the Cambodian leader who 
was ousted last month while he was on 
a visit to the Soviet Union. 
Ziegler acknowledged that the United 
States had been in communication with 
several other governments which Cam­ 
bodia also has asked for military assist­ 
ance. 
Ziegler said that among those partici­ 
pating in conferences with Nixon on Cam­ 
bodia were Defense Secretary Melvin 
R. Laird, Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers and Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, 
Nixon's national security adviser. 


Nixon wants bill 
on voting voided 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Nix­ 
on plans to tell the House this week to 
scrap legislation, already passed by the 
Senate, that would lower the voting age 
to 18. 
Nixon favors a lower voting age, aides 
said, 
but 
he wants it accomplished 
through a constitutional amendment. The 
attempt to set the age at 18 by passing 
a law has been challenged by some who 
say it would be unconstitutional. 
If the courts ruled such a law un­ 
constitutional after an election had been 
held, the race might have to be rerun 
or recounted to eliminate the uneligible 
voters. 
7 he C onstitution does not specify a 
voting age, and states have made their 
own, and differing, laws on the subject. 
The attempt to set 18 as the nation­ 
wide voting age passed the Senate in the 
form of a rider to an extension of the 
Voting Rights Act of 1965. 
A constitutional amendment would have 
to be passed by both houses and ratified 
by three-fourths of the states. There 
are already 71 sponsors of a Senate 
resolution calling for such an amend­ 
ment 
and 
there 
were indications an 
amendment would be treated favorable in 
the House. 


Loss of gunship

SAIGON 
(UPI) — U.S. military head­ 
quarters today reported the loss of 
a four engine C l30 gunship in the most 
costly single incident of the six-year-old 
air war over Laos. Six Americans were 
killed and four are missing. 
The AC 130 gunship crashed last Wed­ 
nesday after it was hit by groundfire 
over the Laotian lower panhandle. The 
announcement of the loss was delayed 
during a search for the missing crew­ 
men. 
One injured crewman was rescued 
with minor injuries, spokesmen said.

Fireman killed; arson 
blamed in S.M. blaze 


Santa Maria fire officials today blamed 
arsonists for a fire that destroyed the 
landmark Bradley Hotel in downtown 
Santa Maria Saturday, killing one fire­ 
man and for a time threatening adjacent 
stores. 
Funeral services for William Alvin 
Newton, 35, veteran of 15 years on the 
Santa Maria Fire Department, will be 
held Thursday, 2 p.m. at First Four 
Square Church in Santa Maria. Burial 
will be conducted in Santa Maria Ceme­ 
tery. 
Newton died early Sunday morning 
when an interior fire wall collapsed over 
him. He was dead at the scene. 
An estimated 50 firemen including 
three from Lompoc Fire Department 
fought the blaze for more than two 
hours before bringing it under control. 
The hotel was unoccupied at the time 
and had been slated for demolition. It 
was built in the early 1900’s and had 
served two generations of Santa Maria 
visitors. 
Fire Chief Harry H. Bell today said 
the fire was the result of arson. He 
didn’t elaborate. 
An hour after the Bradley Hotel fire 
arsonists also hit the California National 
Guard Armory on the Santa Maria Fair­ 
grounds. Damage was slight. 
Santa Maria police officials said the 
arsonists dumped quantities of papers 
and documents on the 
floor in two 
offices and ignited them. An unsuccessful 
attempt was made to rifle a telephone 
coin box.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court, in a case that could produce a 
landmark decision, agreed today to exa­ 
mine the constitutionality of the District 
of Columbia’s abortion law. 
The court will schedule arguments 
next fall on an appeal by the Justice 
Department from a ruling last Nov. 10 
by ITS. District Judge Gerhard A. Ge- 
sell striking down the district’s 69-year- 
old criminal Statute against illegal abor­ 
tion. The case will be decided by writ­ 
ten opinion of the high court. 


Gesell dismissed an indictment of Dr. 
Milan Vuitch, a Yugoslav immigrant who 
has been crusading for more liberal 
abortion policies. 
Many states have laws similar to the 
district’s, which bars an abortion except 
when “ necessary for the preservation 
of the mother’s life or health.” 


The American Civil Liberties Union 
(A C Ll) and other abortion law activists 
have participated in recent stepped-up ef­ 
forts to liberalize abortion laws. The 
most liberal one went into effect March 
11 in Hawaii. 
A number of state legislatures have 
pending bills similar to the one enacted 
in Hawaii. Others have liberalized their 


criminal codes to a lesser extent since 
Colorado did so in 1967, 
On March 6, a spec i d three-judge 
federal court in Milwaukee struck down 
park of Wisconsin’s abortion statue. Law­ 
suits are pending in New York and New 
Jersey. 
The A C Ll, feminist groups and others 
argUe that all ibortion IS a [II itter S O lo 
ly between a woman and her physician. 
They said that the laws discriminate 
against the poor. 
Earlier this term the Supreme Court 
refused to review a state court decision 
in California striking down the law in 
that state.

Paul W. M cCracken, chair­ 
man of the council of economic 
advisers, said those who claim 
the battle is being lost because 
p rices have not come down, 
despite a m id-winter slowdown, 
are only displaying ignorance of 
basic 
economic 
theory. Mo- 
Cracken 
told 
UPI 
in 
an 
interview: 
“ As an economy sta rts to 
cool off, you are 
inevitably 
going to have a period when the 
price level continues to sail 
along 
as 
basic 
economic 
conditions seem to become less 
inflationary. 
“ To 
look 
at 
these 
two 
seemingly contradictory things 
and say that som ething has 
gone wrong is to display an 
ignorance of how these things 
always tend to w ork.” 
The nation’s output of goods 
and serv ices declined at an 
annual rate of 1.5 per cent in 
the first quarter of this year, 
the sharpest economic down­ 
turn in a decade, but despite 
the slowdown, the cost of living 
continued to rise at an annual 
rate 
of 
about 6 per cent— 
highest since the Korean war. 
The adm inistration has been 
warning for m ore than a year 
that there would be a “ time 
lag” between 
cooling off the 
general economy and control of 
inflation. But there is now some 
evidence that economic growth 
may

Chappie 
told a 
reporter. 
“ We’re supposed to fink if we 
sm ell 
it,”

m essenger 
confided. 


Chappie said his action was 
in the nature of “preventive 
m edicine.” He said he did not 
know of anyone being arrested 
in 
the 
Capitol for smoking 
m arijuana but disclosed there 
had been reports that pot could 
be sm elled in the halls. 
He said several m essengers 
are m inors and his admonitions 
to them were “ by way of a 
little fatherly advice.” 


“ I have some very strong 
feelings 
about things that I 
don’t want to happen h e re ,” 
said Chappie, father of five. 
“ I'm going to continue to dig 
and snoop and p ry .” 
Asked who he thought might 
be a m arijuana sm oker, Chap­ 
pie replied: “There are some 
things that I ’m obviously not 
going to talk about.” 


The warnings on the dangers 
of m arijuana w ere delivered 
only to Assem bly m essengers. 
Senate m essengers said they 
had not been sim ilarly alerted. 
Chappie is the sam e lawma­ 
ker who last year caused a 
furor among m essengers by 
banning m iniskirts. His w arn­ 
ings were generally ignored by 
the girls, none of whom was 
fired for wearing short sk irts.

on the apparent break up of the 
B eatles.

Missilemen 
arrive for 


competition 


They came, they saw and they 
were out to conquer. 
They were 126 of the free 
world’s top missilemen, select­ 
ed after exhaustive elimina­ 
tion contests at their home bas­ 
es, to represent their organiza­ 
tions in what is rapidly becom­ 
ing known as the “ World Ser­ 
ies” of m issilry - the third 
annual Strategic Air Command 
(SAC) Missile Combat Com­ 
petition. 
They came to Vandenberg 
A ir Force Base, the nation’s 
largest and most active mis­ 
sile'and space booster launch­ 
ing center. 
What they saw was a base 
that for nearly three months 
has been preparing to host this 
competition to determine the 
"Best of the Best” from among 
the SAC 
six Minuteman and 
three Titan II ICBM operation­ 
al wings. 
F rom the sign at base opera­ 
tions, which shouted, “ Welcome 
to 
the 1070 Missile Competi­ 
tion,’’ to the base community 
center, converted to a competi­ 
tion headquarters, the entire 
base 
reflected 
thousands of 
hours of time and attention to­ 
ward 
supporting 
this once-a- 
year-event. 
Checking in at the competi­ 
tion headquarters, the compe­ 
titors 
literally 
entered an 
“ Olympic Arena,” reflecting 
the nickname given to the com­ 
petition by SAC. 
Ringing the large ballroom, 
are booths put up in advance by 
project officers from each of 
the wings. Without exception, 
they reflect that each wing is 
the best in SAC, in achieve­ 
ments, esprit-de-corps and the 
ability to come out on top in the 
competition. 
Dominating the stage area of 
the room is a huge scoreboard, 
blue in color, with competitor’s 
names and wing designations in 
prominent white. 
Fronting the scoreboard is a 
large, velvet - covered table 
holding the Blanchard Trophy — 
to be awarded to the best over­ 
all missile wing in the compe­ 
tition — surrounded by scores 
of other trophies which will go 
to winning units and individual 
competitors. 
The 
first 
competitors to 
arrive today were those rep­ 
resenting the 390th Strategic 
Missile Wing, Davis-Monthan 
AFB, Ariz. If they had been 
carrying the hardware they won 
in last year’s competition, they 
would have had trouble getting 
off the aircraft. Last year’s D- 
M competitors made a clean 
sweep of the Titan II < ategor- 
ies in the competition, taking 
best T itan wing, best Titan com­ 
bat crew and best Titan main­ 
tenance team awards. 
A few hours later, another 
aircraft off-loaded the competi­ 
tors 
from F.E. Warren AFB, 
Wyo.; Ellsworth AFB, S.D, and 
Malmstrom AFB, Mont. During 
last year’s competition, the 90th 
SMW missiliers from F.E. War­ 
ren captured the best mainten­ 
ance team award. 
The next aircraft brought the 
champions of the 1969 competi­ 
tion, the missilemen of the 
321st SMW from Grand Forks 
AFB, N.D. The 321st won the 
title of “ Best of the Best” last 
year, taking a one-year grip 
on the coveted Blanchard Tro­ 
phy. Their Blanchard win also 
brought to them the title ofbest 
Minuteman wing in the 1969 
event. 
The 
competitors from the 
351st SMW at Whiteman AFB, 
Mo. and the 308th SMW at Lit­ 
tle Rock AFB, Ark., were also 
aboard the same aircraft. 
The last aircraft brought the 
final competitors, the combat 
crews and maintenance teams 
from the 91st SMW, Minot AFB, 
N.D. and the 381st SMW, Mc­ 
Connell AFB, Kan. The91sthad 
one win in the 1969 competi­ 
tion. The youngest crew in the 
competition won the title of the 
best missile combat crew in 
SAC.

Talks begin 


in teacher 


walkout 


LOS ANGELES (UPIV-Nego- 
tiations between striking teach­ 
ers 
and 
the city Board of 
Education resume today for the 
first time since the teacher’s 
walkout April 13 crippled the 
district’s 616 schools. 
The school strike entered Its 
third week with the negotiations 
the only bright spot in the 
otherwise gloomy labor dispute 
in the nation’s second largest 
school district. 
Mediator 
Benjamin 
Aaron 
said the United Teachers of Los 
Angeles and board represen­ 
tatives were meeting in re­ 
sponse to his appeal, but he 
cautioned against overly opti­ 
mistic hope that the end of the 
strike was in sight. 
Aaron said neither the UTLA 
nor school authorities had made 
any concessions or abandoned 
previous positions. The schools 
have remained open, but with 
about half of the 25,000 teachers 
out many students have been 
sent home after an hour or so 
of instruction. 
The union has demanded a 
wage increase but leaders say 
funds for drastic improvement 
of conditions at schools are of 
even greater importance before 
they will return to work. 
Lyman Powell, chief board 
negotiator, was asked about the 
statement by top school offi­ 
cials last week after talks with 
the 
teachers 
would not 
be 
resumed until they returned to 
their classes. 
Powell 
said 
the 
board’s 
decision was “ a gesture of good 
faith.’’ He added that if such a 
gesture was necessary to bring 
an end to the school crisis, the 
board was willing to make it. 
Leo Geffner, attorney for the 
UTLA, said the union still stuck 
by its position that its members 
would not return to their jobs 
until 
they 
had 
a 
written 
contract embodying their prin­ 
cipal demands. 
However, he said striking 
teachers would not insist on a 
signed contract “ in which every 
point is finalized.” 
Geffner also said he would 
seek 
at 
least 
a week’s 
continuance of a contempt-o(- 
court hearing against UTLA’s 
leaders. A superior court judge 
had 
issued 
a 
back-to-work 
temporary restraining order at 
the beginning of the strike and 
UTLA leaders and the teachers 
have ignored it.

Studies Challenge Accepted 
Ideas on Retirement Income

How much retirement in­ 
come does a couple need to 
live in reasonable comfort? 
Probably quite a bit more 
than w e’ve been conditioned 
to accept as adequate, a c ­ 
cording to som e recent stud­ 
ies. 
The 
subject 
w as 
one 
target of hearings last year 
by the Senate subcom m ittee 
on Consumer Interests of the 
Elderly, 
headed 
by 
Sen. 
Frank Church, D-Idaho. One 
of the sessions brought out

some challenges to conven­ 
tional thinking. 
Conventionally, 
w e ’ v e 
tended to accept the budget 
figures, 
based on 
cost 
of 
living, prepared by the B u­ 
reau 
of 
Labor 
Statistics 
(B L S). Its budget for a re­ 
tired couple, designed to pro­ 
vide a “ m oderate” standard 
of living, w as—taking infla­ 
tion 
into 
account—at 
that 
time about $370 a month: 
now around $390, or $4,680 a 
year. According to the BLS, 
this 
provides 
for 
“ m ain­ 
tenance 
of 
health, 
social 
well-being and participation 
in community activities.” 


One expert witness before 
the subcommittee, however, 
sharply challenged the a c ­ 
cepted standard or definition 
of what is adequate as re­ 
tirement income. Dr. A. J . 
Ja ffe e of Columbia Univer­ 
sity’s Bureau of Applied So­ 
cial R esearch produced stud­ 
ies com paring expenditures 
of fam ilies in which the head 
working) w as aged 55 to 64. 
then 
carryin g 
the 
figures 
into retirement y ears, ages 
65 to 74. 
They showed that when re­ 
tired people do have income 
in excess of the B L S “ m od­ 
erate stan d ard ” b u d g e t , 
amounts 
spent 
per capita 
actually increase during the 
tirst decade of retirem ent, 
by about 1 0 per cent over the 
previous decade. 
In explanation, J a f f e e 
cited the B L S budget for the 
“ city w orker’s fam ily” — 
then about $ 1 0 ,0 0 0 , in con­ 
trast to the retirem ent budg­ 
et of considerably less than 
half of this. 
The working 
fam ily’s budget, he pointed 
out, w as designed to cover 
“ n ecessary m in im um s,” and 
the B L S itself had defined 
“ n ec essary ” as “ what men 
comm only expect to enjoy, 
what they insist on having.” 
and, if they cannot enjoy, 
“ feel that they have lost sta ­ 
tus 
and 
are 
experiencing 
privation.” 
The conclusion, said Jaf- 
tee. must be that a retired 
couple, forced to cut living 
expenses by more than 60 
per cent 
below 
what 
had 
been “ n ecessary ” for them 
a s a working fam ily, does 
not have an adequate stan ­ 
dard of living. 
What his studies on ex­ 
penditures indicated in fact, 
he said, is that “ older people 
need about the sam e amount 
a s younger people.” Up to 
the $10,000 or $15,000 b rack ­ 
et. if they have the money, 
they spend it. And a couple 
which has enjoyed a co m ­ 
fortable stan dard of living, 
lorced to cut back to the 
level of the B L S budget, will 
indeed feel a loss of status 
and a 
sense of privation. 
Ja ffe e said. 
Per 
capita 
income, 
he 


said, “ should rem ain at least 
as high in retirem ent a s in 
p r e r e t i r e m e n t , ” 
H e 
suggested “ $6 ,0 0 0 a year in 
1969 prices” as a more re al­ 
istic minimum than the B L S 
budget. 


T hat’s already up to $6,300 
or more in 1970 prices. So 
you 
can 
m ake 
your 
own 
guess about cost-of-living in­ 
cre ase s in the years ahead 
and decide whether you’re 
doing enough for yourself to 
provide adequate retirement 
income. If a carefree retire- 
meht lies ahead, it will be 
easier 
to 
take 
that

watch and the farewell hand­ 
shakes.

WASHINGTON— (N E A )— 
Albert Hart is 49 y ears old. 
F rail. Unemployed. P o o r . 
He lives quietly with his wife 
in a m odest apartm ent. In 
his own words, “ I ain ’t nev­ 
er done no harm to nobody 
at a ll.” 


The other day Hart left his 
apartm en t to cash a sm all 
U.S. A rm y disability check. 
Twenty dollars. When he re ­ 
turned home, he w as greeted 
by “ som e crazy m an ” who 
grabbed him at his door, be­ 
gan c h o k i n g his neck, hit 
him sav agely on the eye, 
ripped his wallet from his 
pocket — and then ran free. 
“ I coulda b e e n killed,” 
Hart said later, a film of 
blood forming on his eye. 


“ What’s the m atter with peo­ 
ple in this town anyw ay? 
They can call them crooks— 
but my opinion is it’s full 
of a n im als.” 
On the day Albert Hart 
w as robbed, at least two doz­ 
en people in his im m ediate 
neighborhood 
would 
loudly 
agree with him. T h at’s the 
number of other citizens who 
were also attacked. 


Hart and the two dozen 
others live in W ashington’s 
Third 
Police 
District, 
5 * 2 
square 
miles 
of 
innercity 
filled with 106,000 people, a 
number of foreign e m b a s­ 
sies, several dozen federal 
offices, 
a 
shocking 
slum , 
hundreds of prostitutes — an 
unknown number of crim i­ 
nals. 


It’s in the shadow of the 
White House. In a single 24- 
hour period which included 
the attack on Albert Hart, 
this is the m isery that hap­ 
pened: 


Tim e, 11 p.m. — Jo e Pat 
Powell, a middle-aged re si­ 
dent of 14th S t r e e t , w as 
found in an alley with a bul­ 
let in his stom ach.

Walter Shipp, tall and a ffa ­ 
ble form er m ayor of Cen- 
tralia, the “ big city” not far 
aw ay. 
They think that Centralia 
greedily grabbed all the pub­ 
licity from the fact that a 
spot on Kleiboeker’s farm 
w as determined to be the 
exact center of U.S. popula­ 
tion following the 1960 decen­ 
nial census. 
“ Som e 
of 
those 
Shattuc 
folks, when they learned we 
were claim ing Centralia as 
the city of the center of pop­ 
ulation, said that if I ever 
cam e to Shattuc again the 
only way I ’d leave would be 
feet first,” Shipp grins. 


Now Shattuc, for all its 
pugnacity, has to be seen 
to be believed. F e w er than 


1 0 0 houses straddle the in­ 
tersection 
of two railroad 
tracks. The Post Office (zip 
62283) is 8 by 8 feet, with a 
w ater pump p r o j e c t i n g 
through the f r o n t porch 
floor. 
Rev. L. 
E . B ecker con­ 
ducts services on Sunday in 
the Shattuc M e t h o d i s t 
Church, and the Holland and 
Sw agler general store sells 
most everything. B ab ies are 
born and people die in Sh at­ 


tuc, but not too much else 
happens there. 
So Centralia under Mayor 
Shipp (1959-63 — “ best we 
ever h ad,” som e say ) set up 
a big celebration when the 
U.S. Census B ureau and the 
national news agencies in­ 
form ed the m ayor that it w as 
the closest incorporated city 
to K leiboeker’s f a r m , 6 V2 
m iles w est and north. 


Shipp and the Cham ber of 
Com m erce had a dinner to 
coincide w i t h the annual 
Halloween parade. Gov. Otto 
Kerner, a U.S. Departm ent 
of C om m erce representative 
and 
m ayors of 24 nearby 
cities and villages cam e to 
a chicken dinner served by 
the A m erican Legion auxil­ 
iary before the parade. 


Table favors were sm all 
packets of “ m agic soil” from 
the Kleiboeker farm . P a c k ­ 
ets of soil were also sent to 
the 
governors 
of 
all 
50 
states. 
But S h i p p is no longer 
m ayor, and som etim e late 
this year or early next, Cen­ 
tralia and F re d Kleiboeker’s 
farm will no longer be able 
to claim any distinction as 
the center of population. 
The Census B ureau esti­ 
m ates that the new center 
will be not far from Centra­ 
lia, Shattuc and F red Klei­ 
boeker’s 
farm , 
som ewhere 
in Looking G lass Township, 


111., near the sm all com m u­ 
nity of New M emphis and 
not far east of St. Louis. 


It’s doubtful that the next 
center will be as typically 
“ m id-A m erican” a s Centra­ 
lia 
for, 
surprisingly, 
Cen­ 
tralia is a cosmopolitan city. 


The neighborhood on the 
west side of the Illinois Cen­ 
tral 
track s 
is 
som etim es 
c a l l e d the “ Hexenbukel” 
(witch’s hump) s e c t i o n , 
where m any G erm an s set­ 
tled. 


South of town is more Ital­ 
ian, and there much of the 
beer-drinking by the teen­ 
a ge rs is done. There also the 
railroaders and m iners used 
to go (and still do, w hat’s 
left of them) to gam ble and 
enjoy their cups. 


The railroad platted Cen- 
tralia’s original streets, tilt­ 
ing the grid a little to the 
right from due north and 
south in order to parallel 
their tracks. “ They did a 
beautiful job of planning the 
streets,” 
city

pressures or interference from outside.’» 
Violent dissenters, who depart from these principles

from X rays of the equipment made 
during manufacture, from checks made in 
preflight testing and from other inspec­ 
tions made in construction and checkout. 
But these may not tell much. 
If the data on what went wrong does 
in fact, prove insufficient, the scien­ 
tists will have to guess the cause. This 
means an extraordinarily great amount 
of redesigning. When you don’t know 
what’s wrong, you are forced into over- 
designing and overcompensating gener­ 
ally to make sure the next time. This 
is slow and very expensive. 
The most worrisome fact is that 
the breakdown took place in a part of 
the system no one expected to give 
trouble. The shock of this will lead in­ 
evitably to some lessening of confi­ 
dence in all components in the Apollo. 
But this need not be a year lost. 
What’s needed now is time to rethink 
the space program to make certain the 
priorities are right. 
It may be that a stretch-out in the 
moon program would be better all around. 
Considerable evidence is accumulating 
within the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration and Congress which in­ 
dicates to some specialists that it would 
perhaps be wise to divert more of the 
space money to earth applications. 
Here, the evidence suggests, there can 
be large and fairly rapid pay-offs: 
—In relatively inexpensive TV school­ 
ing systems using space satellites. These 
can provide a steep increase in edu­ 
cation for youngsters and oldsters in de­ 
veloping countries with large populations 
and little money to spend. 
—In worldwide comprehensive storm 
data collection satellite systems provid­ 
ing information early enough to save 
lives in times of crisis. 
—In satellite measurements of snow 
depths and snow melting that could save 
hundreds of millions of dollars a year 
in electric power costs in the United 
States alone. 
In satellite - aided geological pros­ 
pecting and in crop yield and disease 
monitoring by satellites providing data 
that could be trlnslated into emergency 
action to meet crop shortages and handle 
crop surpluses in whatever country they 
occur. 
U.S. - sponsored programs along these 
lines could dramatically and effectively 
provide aid for other countries, rich and 
poor, and win the United States that re­ 
spect and prestige essential for effec­ 
tive foreign policy. 
Again, this aid-from-a-distance will 
be less likely to get the United States 
involved in local rivalries and politics 
than aid as now provided.

Brown who looks like an earnest grad­ 
uate student pursuing the higher mys­ 
teries of science 
is modest about his 
accomplishments — he was Secretary 
of the Air 
Force at 
38. Before that 
he held a key position in the brain­ 
storming center that has inspired some 
of the instruments of mass annihila­ 
tion which are the subject of negotia­ 
tion between the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 
The Livermore Laboratory 
in Cali­ 
fornia starting in 1952 has seen a con­ 
centration of brainpower that is one 
of the nation’s 
conspicuous 
assets. 
By Brown’s 
estimate about a thousand 
men — it may be as high as 1,500 — 
have conceived in the past two decades 
the weapons in America’s nuclear ar­ 
senal. They are in the research and en­ 
gineering division in the Pentagon and 
in private companies such as Ramo- 
Wooldridge in Los Angeles. 
But more than anywhere else this ex­ 
traordinary 
elite has been centered in 
the Livermore Laboratory. Brown be­ 
came a staff member of Livermore when 
it was established. 
In 1960 
he was 
made director. 
His predecessors in that post were 
Herbert 
York and Edward Teller. The 
path followed by the three who served 
at a critical time in weapons develop­ 
ment 
is a reflection of how these wea­ 
pons 
weigh on the conscience of the 
sorcerers who brought them into being. 
York, 
who has returned to teaching, 
devotes 
at least a third of his time to 
advocating a halt 
in the arm s 
race. 
Working through such organizations as 
the Council for a Livable World, he miss­ 
es 
no opportunity to state the case for 
a reasonable agreement with the other 
nuclear giant. 
Teller, popularly known by the gross­ 
ly 
oversimplified 
title as “ Father of 
the H-Bomb,” 
is a hard-liner. He was 
an active and powerful opponent of the 
limited 
test-ban 
treaty. And presum­ 
ably if 
an 
arms-limitation 
agree­ 
ment comes out of the SALT talks Tell­ 
er will again be in opposition, with the 
conviction 
that the Russians will suc­ 
ceed 
in 
violating any agreement no 
matter how strict the term s of verifi­ 
cation. 
As for Brown he believes he can be 
most effective 
in working from the 
inside, 
helping to get at least a pause 
in the race toward oblivion. 
That is 
why he is here as a member of the 
American delegation on leave from his 
present post as head 
of the California 
institute of Technology. 
Brown uses a homely figure of speech 
to illustrate his conviction of the vital 
importance of a pause and perhaps ul­ 
timately a firm 
limitation on develop­ 
ment and deployment of the next round 
of nuclear weapons. Development is at 
present 
on the landing of a flight of 
stairs. From that landing the perspec­ 
tive is clear and unmistakable. 
And 


whichever 
side should first launch a 
nuclear 
attack can be certain of al­ 
most instant 
retaliation and matching 
annihilation. 
But up the next flight and onto the 
next landing there is no such certain­ 
ty. The many - head missile, the Soviet 
blockbuster SS-9, 
and, above all, the 
anti - ballistic missile will, once they 
are fully developed and deployed, blur 
the whole scene. 
Then a wavering and 
perhaps frightened politician, whether 
on one side of the great divide or the oth­ 
er, 
might be tempted to a first strike 
from which there could, in theory, be 
no retaliation. 
Where Brown differs with many mem­ 
bers of the scientific elite is over the 
inevitability of galloping 
technology. 


He opposes the argument that because it 
can be done — the many-headed missile 
MIRV, is an example — it inevitably will 
be done. 
This is like the case for 
climbing 
Mt. 
Everest 
— because it 
is there. 
There is no reason to develop a new 
weapons 
technology 
simply because 
it is feasible, 
Brown argues. This is 
heresay to a large part of the elite that 
looks with half - amused contempt, half- 
frowning disapproval on the effort to put 
up a stop sign barring the way to ever­ 
more fantastic instruments of destruc­ 
tion. His conviction explains why Brown 
is here with a background 
invaluable 
to the negotiation.

No 
responsible spokesman in the 
Democratic party seems to believe that 
some 
strong newcomer 
is going to 
emerge from the 1970 elections to join 
the parties already well - known small 
cluster of 1972 presidential prospects. 
Either for public 
utterance or in pri­ 
vate, party officials 
and top - name Dem­ 
ocrats keep coming 
up 
with the same 
roster: Sen. Edmund 
Muskie of Maine, Hu­ 
bert Humphrey, Sen. 
George McGovern of 
South Dakota a n d , 
more often recently, 
Sen. Edward Kenne­ 
dy of Massachusetts, notwithstanding the 
handicap of the 1969 Chappaquiddick in­ 
cident. 
Now and then the name of husky 
Sen. Harold Hughes of Iowa is added, 
but generally he is seen as a long-range 
possibility. 
When I listen to these recitals, I sense 
a considerable unease in the party hier­ 
archy that the list is not stronger. 
Aside from all their other problems, 
the Democrats recognize that they have a 
serious leadership lack. 
When they mention Humphrey, they 
make him sound almost like a default 
candidate to be offered up if President 
Nixon should seem unassailably strong 
in 1?72. In one big eastern state, a 
long list of candidates for state offices 
this year, when queried about Humphrey, 
indicated to a regularly convened party 
group that without exception they would 
oppose him. Some of them had backed 
him in 1968. 
McGovern and Hughes usually are dis­ 
missed as postioned too far leftward, 
as too rigidly set in that part of the 
spectrum, to be able to gain broad party 
support. 
In Hughes’ case, this is clearly re­ 
gretted by many, for they see him as pro­ 
perly tough, as 
exhibiting 
the rugged 
strength required of leadership in these 
difficult times. 
It usually comes down to their saying 
Muskie is the obvious leader, though he 
leaves a lot of influential Democrats 
still doubtful of his real grasp of world 
issues and his capacity to pursue all 
the key issues and sufficient force. 
Ted Kennedy’s re-emergence as one 
of the “ mentionables” seems to reflect 
two things — the passage of time since 
Chappaquiddick and his restored self- 
confidence, plus the evident unhappiness 
of so many in the party with the visible 
alternatives. 
Young people are responding to Ken­ 
nedy as if Chappaquiddick never had hap­ 
pened. Few question that his hold on large 
segments of the black voting community 
would be powerful. How he would do with 
labor is pretty much an unknown. 
In this connection, a legend has grown 
up around an important aspect of his 
late brother Robert’s 1968 campaign 
which needs to be dealt with. Ted may be 
getting some rub-off from his legend. 
For all the controversy and animosity 
he stirred in his incredible 85-day bat­ 
tle for the presidential nomination that 
year, Bob Kennedy was considered unique 
among the aspirants for having alleged­ 
ly demonstrated - most forcefully in 
the 1968 Indiana primary — that he could 
get a heavy proportion of black votes and 
yet also win large numbers of the blue- 
collar workers who felt most threatened 
by black advances. 


Industrial northern Indiana —specific­ 
ally Hammond, East Chicago and Gary 
— was the arena where Kennedy is sup­ 
posed to have proved this capacity. 
Actually, however, the real figures do 
not appear to support the legend. Mil­ 
ton Gwirtzman, longtime aide totheKen- 
nedys and author with William Vanden- 
Heuvel of a new book on Bob Kennedy 
called “ On His Own,” has questioned the 
contention from the outset. 
In the book, he cites the final 1968 
primary vote totals for the area —Lake 
County, Ind. He notes that Kennedy 
took the county over Sen. Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy by 15,000 votes — but the mar­ 
gin came wholly from heavily blackGary. 
Of 15 other cities in the county won by 
George Wallace in the 1964 primary, 13 
went to McCarthy and just one to Ken­ 
nedy. In Gary's 70 white precincts, 
McCarthy outdid him 49 to 34 per cent. 
Possibly, figures aside, the late Robert 
Kennedy might in fact have found a way 
to draw blacks and blue-collar whites 
together. So might Ted. But, plainly, the 
Indiana figures offer no proofs.
